If we wou ld keep ou r ey es 
on the glory which su rely awaits u s 
we wou ld not be so easily cast d own 
(Rom. Till, 18 ). 
We also saw the Spir­ 
it of God In Elijah so manifestly u pon 
Elisha that others recognized I t 
So it 
shou ld be with u s. 
Elisha longed for 
a d ou ble portion of Elijah’s spirit and 
by his u nwav ering behold ing he ob­ 
tained It 
The Lord wrou ght throu gh 
Elijah six miracles and throu gh Elisha 
at least twelv e. 
Like Elijah he d iv id ­ 
ed Jord an, restored a boy to life, mu l­ 
tiplied bread and oil and d id other 
wond ers which Elijah d id not 
Pre­ 
v iou s to the lesson of tod ay , besid es 
those Ju st mentioned , there was the 
healing of the waters at Jericho and 
of the poisoned pottage and the wa­ 
ters that filled d itches withou t wind 
or rain. 
The mu ltiply ing of the wid ow’s oil 
to pay her d ebt and sav e her sons 
(iv , 1-7) su ggests what might be ou r 
priv ilege if we were empty v essels and 
believ ed God . 
The bringing to life of 
the Shu nammite’s son brings u s face 
to face with Him who is the resu rrec­ 
tion and the life, who alone d oeth 
wond ers and still liv eth. 
The people 
in tod ay ’s lesson are a prou d , mighty 
man, captain of the host of the king 
of Sy ria, v ery self important, bu t a 
leper; a little maid of Israel, who lov ed 
to magnify the God of Israel; a man 
of God , who liv ed before God and 
sou ght nothing from man, and some 
serv ants who were wiser than their 
master. 
How sad and how su ggestiv e the 
word s concerning this mighty man in 
v alor who had wrou ght d eliv erance 
for Sy ria. **a leper," an incu rable sick 
man with the most loathsome of all 
d iseases. 
What 
d id 
his 
greatness 
amou nt to u nd er these circu mstances? 
Leprosy is the most remarkable em­ 
blem of sin In the Bible, and all are 
by natu re child ren of wrath, d ead In 
trespasses and sins, spiritu ally lepers 
(Eph. U, 1-3). 
What profit was there 
In the abu nd ance or the riches of the 
men of Lu ke x ii and x \i when their 


sou ls were requ ired of them? 
What 
d oes it profit a man to be great in this 
world or to hav e millions of money if 
he is not a sav ed man? If he d ies ou t 
of Christ the fate of the rich man of 
Lu ke x v i mu st be his. 
This little captiv e maid of the land 
of Israel, if she had lK*en an ord inary 
child , might hav e said : "I am glad 
that he Is a leper. 
Why d id he take 
me away from my home?" and other 
su ch rebelliou s word s; bu t, thou gh she 
mu st hav e had an aching heart, she 
was ev id ently a tru e child of God and , 
like Joseph in the hou se of Potlphar, 
sou ght to glorify God ev en In her v ery 
try ing circu mstances. 
She 'was like 
Polly anna. 
She was sorry for Naa- 
man and told his wife, on whom she 
waited , of the prophet of God in Israel 
who cou ld d o su ch wond erfu l things. 
How she pu ts to shaine the compiafil­ 
ers who are so prone to mu rmu r be­ 
cau se of their circu mstances and also 
all who know of the red emption that 
is in Christ Jesu s, bu t nev er tell oth- j 
ers of it. 
Where is the spirit of him 
who said . "As mu ch as in me is, I am 
read y to preach the gospel;” "By all 
means to sav e some” (Rom. I, 14-10; I 
Cor. ix , 22*. 
Becau se of the little 
maid ’s testimony kings are mov ed and 
health brou ght to the leper, bu t we d o 
not hear of any reward for the little 
maid . 
The Lord will not forget her in 
the resu rrection (Lu ke x iv , 14; M att 
x. 42*. 
The king of Sy ria sent Naamau to j 
the king of Israel with a letter and 
i 
mu ch silv er and gold and ten changes | 
of raiment (v erses 5 , 0). 
The king of 
Israel was the wrong man to go to. 
bu t Elisha heard of it and said . "Let 
him come now to me. and he shall 
know that there is a prophet in Is­ 
rael” (v erse 8 ). Can y ou see the great 
man, with all his retinu e, at the d oor 
of the hou se of Elisha, ex pecting the 
prophet to come ou t to him and with , 
some great d isplay giv e him health? 
Do y ou see the man of God calmly 
abid ing in his hou se and send ing a 
messenger to say , "Go and wash in 
Jord an sev en times?” 
(Verses 0-11.) 
Then d o y ou see a great, prou d man 
going away in a rage? 
(Verse 12.) 


W hat a fearfu l thing is prid e and self 
An port a nee. and how foolish are ou r 
thou ghts! 
Yet Abraham su ffered be­ 
cau se he had his own thou ghts, and 
Mary had three d ay s’ sorrow becau se 
she su pposed (Gen. x x , 11; Lu ke ii, 44). 
By the reasonable ad v ice of his serv ­ 
ants Naamau became calm and obey ed j 
the v oice of God by the prophet and 
was thorou ghly healed , mad e clean 
(v erses 13, 14). 
Now see him and all 
his company again 
befo re Elisha ac­ 
knowled ging the God of Israel as the 
tru e God and u rging the prophet to 
accept a reward or a blessing. 
Bu t the 
man of God refu sed , remind ing u s of 
Abram and the king of Sod om (Gen. 
x iv , 22. 23*. There is no salv ation for 
the sinner ex cept by the blood of Je­ 
su s Christ, who went d own into the 
waters of Jord an, or Ju d gment, for u s. 
We cannot recompense Him for salv a­ 
tion, bu t we can serv e Him becau se 
lie sav es u s. 
The gift of God cannot 
be pu rchased (Acts v iii, 20). 


DELIGHT TO OBEY 


And 
Direct and 
Unmistakable Are 
the Appeals That Come 
From Above. 


It is a great moment when one can 
look back ov er his ex perience and can 
say with earnestness and confid ence, 
as Pau l d id , "I was not d isobed ient 
u nto the heav enly v ision.” 
Heav enly 
| v isions 
are 
not 
infrequ ent. 
They 
come to u s right often. 
The spiritu al 
influ ences come as qu ietly and as u n­ 
seen as the electric cu rrent, and with 
something, too, of its magnetic energy . 
The Holy Spirit cau ses a still small 
v oice to be heard in the sou l. 
Du ty 
impresses itself with pecu liar force on 
the spirit. The attractiv eness of right­ 
eou sness, the beau ty of good ness, the 
call of the good —it is a d u ll and u n­ 
spiritu al sou l that d oes not see and 
hear these things Heav en is all abou t 
u s, not only in ou r infancy , as Word s­ 
worth d eclares in the poem, bu t also 
in ou r matu rity . 
How' d irect and u n­ 
mistakable are the appeals and the 
calls that come from abov e. 
A habit of obed ience to the heav en­ 
ly v isions marks those that are mak­ 
ing greatest religiou s and spiritu al 
progress. The thing that means most 
for spiritu al d ev elopment is a d eter­ 
mination to respond to those impu lses 
which come from God . 
Jesu s Christ 
lead s those who will follow. He opens 
new ex periences to those that are 
obed ient 
He d iscov ers the d eeper 
things of tru th 
I o l those wh£ obey . He 


takes all those who are willing to be 
led into the richer ex periences of 
Christian liv ing. 
The d eepest personal hu miliation in­ 
to which one can enter is the con­ 
sciou sness that he has not been obed i­ 
ent to the spiritu al influ ences that 
hav e tou ched his life. Esau , mou rning 
ov er the birthright he had bartered 
foolishly away ; Sau l, feeling the might 
of Jehov ah u pon him and his whole 
sou l aflame with great v isions and 
id eals, and y et, u nresponsiv e to them 
all; Peter, mou rning ov er his failu re 
to be heroic and strong and tru e when 
he had thou ght to play the man—these 
all Rre illu strations of the d istress and 
hu miliation felt when one has been 
u ntru e to the spiritu al impu lses that 
hav e come Into his life. 


Descent Into Darkness. 
Dou btless there are many who know 
the d eep d arkness into which a good 
man d escend s when he has been d is­ 
loy al to God ’s call in his sou l.

ambitions and enjoy ments of the mate­ 
rial world that they shall fall to see 
the heav enly v ision. 
Sometimes the 
mu sic of this world sou nd s so appeal­ 
ingly that we fail to catch the celestial 
mu sic. 
There were those of old time 
who merely said that it thu nd ered 
when 
the heav enly 
father himself 
spoke ou t of the open skies and said : 
‘This is my btlov ed son, hear y e him.” 
It is a traged y when the interests of 
this present world serv e to d u ll the 
spiritu al apprehension. 
Keep the sou l open to the influ ences 
that, come from abov e. 
Determine 
that the natu re shall alway s be qu ick­ 
ly sensitiv e to spiritu al Impression. 
Tho way that opens with absolu te cer­ 
tainty into the d eepest satisfaction of 
the Christian life has ov er its gate­ 
way this one word —"Obed ience.” One 
has reached great Christian attain­ 
ment when he is able to look back 
ov er his life and say with confid ence: 
I hav e not failed to respond when God 
spoke to me by his spirit, I hav e not 
been d isobed ient ifnto the heav enly 
v ision.

torial in Chicago Tribu ne. 
And that is why the W. C. T. U. and 
other temperance organizations are 
bringing to the masses the tru th abou t 
beer and its malignant effects u pon 
the 
hu man 
organism. 
Concerning 
those effects the Life Ex tension insti­ 
tu te say s in a pu blished statement: 
”One-half of one qu art of beer is 
su fficient to d istinctly impair memory , 
lower Intellectu al power and retard 
simple mental processes, su ch as the 
ad d ition of simple figu res. 
This nar­ 
cotic or d ead ening influ ence is first 
ex erted on the higher reasoning pow­ 
ers that control cond u ct, so that the 
lower activ ities of the mind and nerv ­ 
ou s sy stem are for a time released . 
The ev ery d ay , well-poised , self-con­ 
trolled man goes to sleep, as it were, 
and the primitiv e man temporarily 
wakes u p. 
Ev entu ally , the nerv ou s 
sy stem is narcotized , and the d rinker 
becomes sleepy . 
Mu scu lar efficiency 
is at first increased a little, and then 
lowered , the total effect being a loss 
of working power."

eight months. France has legally for­ 
bid d en the manu factu re and sale of 
absinthe, and the Ru ssian empire is 
"d ry er" at the present moment than 
Kansas or Maine ev er were. 
Facts 
like these testify to the progress that 
the cau se of antialcoholism has mad e 
in less than a y ear. 
When the lead er 
of the most sophisticated society in 
Eu rope follows the ex ample of ou r 
own somewhat homespu n secretary of 
state, the cau se of teetotalism has 
ceased to be rid icu lou s. 


I L L I N O I S G O IN G DRY. 
Illinois had twenty -eight 
prohibi­ 
tion cou nties when the women were 
asked to assist in d estroy ing the sa­ 
loon by their v otes. 
They respond ed 
by d riv ing them ou t of twenty -three 
ad d itional cou nties at the first elec­ 
tion. 
Fou r more cou nties were mad e 
d ry this y ear, making a total of fifty - 
fiv e. 
Sev enty cou nty seats are d ry ; 
1,234 ou t of 1,430 townships in the 
state hav e ou tlawed the saloon.

one foot of d ry territory has been 
changed to wet d u ring the two y ears 
from May 1, 1913, to May 
1, 1915 .

New York, Oct. 14—General Villa 
has threatened

at many millions of dollars, belonging 
to the Guggenheims group. 
The situation has become so press* 
1ng that William Loeb Jr., repres* nt- 
Ing the Guggenheims and th*- Ameri­ 
can Smelting and Refining company, 
which operates the properties in ques­ 
tion, will have a conference in W ash­ 
ington with Secretary of State Lan­ 
sing. 
Word was received of General Vil­ 
la's threat.

Mr. Loeb said th at work on the vari­ 
ous mines and sm elters operated by 
the American Smelting and Refining 
company had been suspended several 
weeks ago, w hen President V ilson, 
through the secretary of state, request­ 
ed all Americans to leave Mexico. The

them the properties cannot be worked. 
With the d eparture of the Ameri­ 
cans who were ordered back by ythe 
executives of the company, the works 
were shut down 
and thousands of

aroused the anger of General Villa, 
who has caused a decree tojbe issued 
to the effect th a t unless the ow ners 
operate the plants he will seize them. 


London, Oct. 13.—Progress is being 
made in Servia. it is announced by 
both German and Austrian war offices, 
but the facts as detailed in the re­ 
spective statem ents do not reveal a 
rapid advance. 
In fact they indicate just the op­ 
posite, a very slow forward movement 
being made in the face of furious and 
effective resistance by the courageous 
Serbs.

oan has been

“Serv ia.” he said, “is no w meeting 
the new crisis with sp lendid co u rage 
Co -o p eratio ns by the Ru ssian tro o p s 
has been p ro mised as so o n as they 
are av ailable. The allies are acting in 
the clo sest co nsu ltatio n.” 
The p resent relatio ns o f Great Brit 
ain 
with Ro u mania, at least, 
are 
friendly . 
This the fo reign minister 
asserted p o sitiv ely . 
That co u ntry , he 
said, is fav o rable to a p o licy which 
will p ro mo te agreement between hei 
neighbo rs, and has rev ealed a readi 
ness to p ro mo te the same p o licy which 
the allies hav e p u rsu ed. 
If Tu rkey had remained neu tral, he 
said, the allies wo u ld hav e seen that 
Tu rkey and Tu rkish territo ry sho u ld 
no t su ffer at the clo se o f ho stilities. 
He to ld his au dito rs that whatev er 
actio n is decided u p o n will be based 
o n the “so u ndest strategy .” The stru g 
gle fo r them all, he said, is the right 
to liv e, no t u nder the shado w o f

Pru ssian militarism, which will no t 
o bserv e the o rdinary ru les o f hu man­ 
ity in war o r leav e o thers free fro m 
the menace o f o p p ressio n. 
As an ex p lanatio n, ho wev er, o f the 
failu re o f British, French and Ru s­ 
sian dip lo macy in the near east, it 
was a co mp lete disap p o intment to 
p arliament and to the p u blic at large. 
As an assertio n o f what, if any thing 
the entente p o w'ers will do to check 
the German march to ward Co nstanti­ 
no p le it was no t o nly a disap p o int­ 
ment. it was an ev asio n. 


Sir \lfred Milner sarcastically co m- 
mentins: in the ho u s ' o f lo rds o n tha 
sp eech o f the fo reign secretary , de­ 
clared that the info rmatio n co ntained 
in it was less than any intelligent 
p erso n in the co u ntry already knew. 
He su ggested that, in v iew o f the

15.— Indiana’s 
constitution has one provision that 
is unique among the states of the 
nation, according to 
Judge 
\Y. H. 
Kiehhorn of Bluffton, the trial judge 
in the election-conspiracv case of 
Mayor Bell. 
This 
provision, which no other 
state has, is that “ in all criminal 
cases whatever the jury shall have 
the right to determine the law and 
the facts.’’ 
In an article xvritten for 
the Citizen 
under the 
title “ Shall 
Right of Trial by Jury Remain In­ 
violate," Judge 
Eichhorn declares 
that "If there ever was a sound rea­ 
son for such a provision, it has been 
lost sight of and forgotten.” 
Judge Eichhorn called attention to 
the fact 
that notwithstanding 
the 
provision 
noted above 
“ the judge 
presiding in a criminal ease is re­ 
quired to instruct the jury in writing 
and very many 
criminal eases re­ 
versed by the supreme court on aj>- 
peal are reversed for errors of law 
committed by the trial court in giv­ 
ing instructions.” 
The Wells County jurist added that 
“ the essential prox’inee of the jurors 
is to determine the facts, and it is 
really a violation of ‘trial by jury’ 
to burden this 
‘fa ct’ body with in­ 
tricate issues of law.” 
Judge Eichhorn also favors three 
fourths or even two-thirds verdict by 
the jury in civil cases rather than a 
unanimous verdict as is now requir­ 
ed.

litigants and 
public bv preventing 
and 
that 
litigants 
fear that a verdict 
c of bad influences 
or improj>er motives ojK^rating upon 
the jurors.”
